BROOK- STREET, ( hah has . called a 
banner 3] is named from a brook at the bottom of Burnt- 
wood-hill, and ſtands about a mile S. W. from that town, 
on the London- road. Ihe brook here, in old writings, 
is called Seddeburhebrook, Sedebou rbrook, South- 
bourbrook, &c. On the north ſide of this ſtreet, by 
Spital-lane, was formerly an hoſpital for lepers, de- 
dicated to St. John the Baptiſt; and founded by the 
Bruyn family of South Okington. It had a waſter, 
or warden, admitted by the biſhop of London, at the 
preſentation of the ſaid Bruyn's family. Of this Sir 
Anthony Browne had a preſentation, but the name of 
hoſpital, for better ſound, was converted into free cha- 
pel. This eſtate is now parcelled out, and in dif- 
ferent owners, | 

2. The manor of SOUTH-WEALD is one of the 
ſeventcen lordſhips wherewith earl Harold endowed his 
abbey at Waltham, in 1062 and from it's belonging to 
that houſe it received the denomination of Abboit's- 
Weald. It continued in the poſſeſſion of that abbey, till 
26 Feb. 1540, when king Henry VIII. granted it, with 
the rectory, or great tithes, together with a farm called 
12 85 (part of the poikiions of Blakemore priory) 
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to Sir Brian Tuke®*, treaſurer of his chamber. His 
ſon Richard wasſucceeded herein by Sir Richard Riche, 
of whom it was purchaſed by Sir Anthony Browne. 
Sir William Scroggs ſucceeded the Browne family; and 
his ſon Sir William ſold this eſtate to Eraſmus Smith 
whote ſon Hugh Smith, etq. upon his ſucceeding bis 
father, made great improvements at his ſeat here; 
and, at a conſiderable expence, beautified it in the 
modern taſte. By his wite Dorothy, daughter of the 
honourable Dacre-Lennard Barrett, of Alvely, he had 
two daughters, who ſurvived him. Dorothy, the 
eldeſt, married to John Smith Barry, eſq. fourth ſon 
of James earl of Barrymore; and Lucy, the youngeſt, 
married the right hon. James Stanley, lord Strange, 
eldeſt ſon of Edward earl of Derby, by whom ſhe had 
five children. She dird in Feb. 1759. The manor 
devolved to the male iſſue, of whom it was purchaſed 
by the preſent owner, Thomas Towers, eſa. 
The manor of CAEDECOT's hath a. manſion, 
lying north of the Loncon road, near Weald park. 
This eſtate belonged to the abbey of Stratford Lang- 
thora; in which it continued till the diſſolution, 
when king Henry VIII. granted it to-Fhomas Blake, 
and others, citizens of London. It was afterwards in 
the Browne family, from whom it has paſſed as the

Charitable Benefactions, 


By virtue of a licence dated July 5, 1557, a gram- 
mar · ſchool was founded at Brentwood by Sir Anthony 
Brown. The maſter to be a prieſt, nominated by 
Sir Anthony, and his heirs : Two guardians of the 
lands and poſſeflions of this ſchool, inhabitants of 
South-Weald, to be put in and out, at the diſcretion 
of the patron: the body and corporation to be per- 
petual, and to have a common ſeal. The maſter to 
keep the eſtate in repair; and to read prayers to his 
ſcholars on Wedneſdays and Fridays. © The biſhop 
of London and dean of St. Paul's, are made viſitors 
of the ſchool by decree in chancery 3 May, 1570. 
George Abbot, biſhop of London, and Dr. John 
Donne, dean of St. Paul's, 18 July, 1622, publifhed 
the inſtitutions of this ſchool, drawn up by Edmund 
Grindell, biſhop of London, and Dr. Noel, dean of 
St. Paul's, in the reign of queen Elizabeth. The 
biſhop of London to preſent, if the patron dots Hb t 
within a month. The ſchool houſe. ſtands in Brent- 
wood town. The endowment is the parſonage of 
Dagenham, worth four hundred pounds vearly, and 
leaſed out, and renewable every ſeven years, [The 
reſerved rent is 4ol. yearly.] And Chigwell-grange, 
Worth 80l, yearly; let at 261, 138. 1d, yearly,

At Weald-end, are five alms-houſes, founded 'by 
the ſaid Sir Anthony Browne and his wife, for five 
ſingle poor perſons, three men and-two women, to be 
ſucceſſively choſen out of the inhabitants of South- 
Weald, Brentwood, or Brookſtreet, by the owner of 
Weald hall. The ſchool-maſter is to pay to each of 
the ſaid poor perſons, a yearly ftipend of 41. 3s. 4d. 
and to keep in 1 theſe alms-houles. NS

A chapel was fbodes? at Brentwood, in or about 
the year 1221, at the requeſt of David Abbot of St. 
Oſith, for the convenience of their tenants at Coſt- 
hall ; with the conſent of the biſhop of London, of 
Richard Parforis of Weald, and of the abbot and con- 
vent of Waltham, 

The abbot and convent. of St. Ofith | were to build 
it on their own fee, at the Ne w- Place; to dedicate j it 
to the honour of St. Thomas the martyr, i. e. a-Becker; 
and to maintain a proper prieſt to officiate daily in it, 
if they thought fit, | 

The chaplain was to be preſented by the convent 
of St. Ofith, and, before his. admiſſion, to ſwear 
that he would not knowingly injure the mothers 
church: That he would not receive any of the 
pari- 
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pariſhioners to divine offices, communion, confeſſions, 
or purifications, on Sundays or Holidays, without 
the parſon's expreſs leave, except on the day of St. 
Thomas's paſſion, or tranſlation, and the time of the 
fair, if there ſhould be any appointed. Nor ſhall there 
be any baptiſm, or burial of the dead. If any profit 
ſhould ariſe from the pariſhioners, the chaplain is im- 
mediately to give it to the parſon of the mother-church; 
and not receive any thing to it's prejudice privately or 
openly, And if there ſhall be any fair, the parſon of 
the mother-church, or prieſt deputed by him, may, if 
if he pleaſe, officiate the whole time of the fair in-the 
chapel z and on the feaſt of St. Thomas, and receive 
all the offerings to his own uſe. The chaplain during 
that time ſhall ſerve the mother- church, but at no 
other time be compelled to it. The offerings that are 
made by ſtrangers and paſſengers at other times of the 
year, hall be entirely for the maintenance of the chap- 
lain, who ſhall pay yearly two pounds of wax to the 
parſon.” The chaplain may receive any gifts for the 
building, repair, or ornaments of the chapel, employ- 
ing them ſtrictly to that uſe. If he invades the pri- 
vileges of the mother-church contrary to his oath, 
and the convent doth not, upon the compainlt of the 
parſon; ſuſpend or correct him in twenty days, the par- 
fon ſhall have liberty to deprive him, without aſking 
the abbot's and convent's leave, ſaving to the biſhop 
all his right. And the mother- church ſhall receive all 
tythes, great and ſmall, from the demeſnes of the ſaid 
abbot and convent, without deduQtion upon any pre- 


tended 
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tended privilege now in being, or hereafter to be ob- 
tained.“ | 

The perquiſites of the chaplain aroſe from travel- 
lers upon the road, and ſuch as came out of devotion 
to St. Thomas; whence a gate upon the way from 
Ongar, in this pariſh, retains the name of Pilgrims- 
Hatch. Oppoſite to it, was another hatch, or foreſt- 
gate, which is called to this day Hou-Hatch. 

Divine ſervice is now kept up in this chapel for the 
benefit of the inhabitants, who are numerous ſince the 
London road was made here, The chapel near two 
miles from the church. The chaplain is preſented 
by the lord of the manor of South Weald, who pays 
him gl. per ann. out of Caldecots ; and he hath a houſe, 
garden, orchard, and a little field. The revenue 
of this chapel was lately augmented by queen Anne's 
bounty. 5 

This chapel continued in the abbey of St. Oſith's 
diſpoſal till the reign of king Henry VIII. 

Upon the diſſolution, that king granted the 
chapel to Thomas lord Cromwell. On his attainder 
it reverted to the crown, and the ſame king, 12 July, 
1544, granted the chapel of Brentwood, known by 
the name of Thomas Becket's chapel, and the church 
yard and belfrey, and all the houſes, meſſuages, edi- 
fices, ſtructures, and gardens, adjoining to the ſaid 
chapel, late part of the poſſeſſions of Thomas lord

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Cromwell attained, to John Cocke and Anne his wife, 
to hold of the king in fealty, and not in capite.— 
Whether this grant took effect, or whether Cocke or 
his heirs transferred their right to Antony Browne, 
does not appear, but Browne had a grant of it in 1553, 
from whom it hath defcended and paſſed as the manor 
of South Weald. This chapel is of one pace with the 
chancel, tyled. A ſmall ſtone tower, with a om 
the top, contains one bell. 
In the chapel is not any monument. 


This church was given by earl Harold to his abbey 
of Waltham, under the general name of Walde, 
* with all its appurtenances;“ and probably there 
was then no church built here. Afterwards king 
Henry II. and king Richard I. confirmed to that ab- 
bey Walda, and the church of this vill by dene 
with its appertenances. 

About the year 1244, the church was appropriated | 
to that abbey by Faulk Baſſet, biſhop of London; 
and afterwards more fully ſettled, 26 January 1274, 
by John Chiſhull, biſhop of that ſee. At which time, 
the vicarage was endowed with all tithes, both great 
and ſmall, out of the lordſhip or demeſnes of the ab- 
bey and convent of Stratford in this pariſh ; and with 
all other tithes belonging to this church, except the 
reſt of the corn only which was to belong to the abbey 
of Waltham. At the ſame time, the biſhop reſerved 
to himſelf and ſucceſſors the collation to this vicarage : 
and it hath accordingly continued ever r lince | in the 
gift of the biſhops of London. |

K HIS pariſh is bounded on the weſt by Ramſden 

Belhouſe, and on the eaſt and weſt by Chelmſ- 
ford Hundred; is fituated about four miles from 
Billericay, and eight from Raleigh. The name is 
ſormed from two Saxon words, which ſigniſy a village 
on a hill; anſwering to the high ſituation of the 
place, particularly about the church, which affords 
a line proſpect. It is not found in Doomſday book 
by name, for which we may conjecture, the following

The Manor of TREMNALS or HEMNALS. 
The manſion-houſe is a large old building, lying in a 
bottom, above a mile and a half north from the 
church; 'tis vulgarly called Trimnells. Sir Fhomas 
Tyrrel held this manor in 1476. Sir John Tyrrel, 
one of his deſcendants, having no iſſue, ſold it, in 
1627, to Sir Henry Browne, of Writtle, kat. and 
Edward Strode, of the Inner-Temple, eſq; for cheir 


lives and the longeſt liver of them. Afterwards this

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eſtate belonged to Sir Thomas Raymond, knt. one of

The manor of WEST HORNDON. The old man- 
ſion ſtood on a riſing ground, within a large park; 
and Robert James, lord Petre, deſigned to have 
erected there a moſt noble manſion, and had built 
one wing, and formed very extenſive plantations, 
in the Park; but the ſituation not being deemed a 


good one, the preſent lord Petre, lately pulled down 


the ſame, and hath erected, within the ſame park, 
a moſt 
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a moſt princely palace, which diſplays the great 
taſte of his lordſhip, and the ingenuity of the ar- 
chitect. The ſituation is far more ſuperior to the 
old one, and commands a maſt extenſive proſpect. 
His lordſhip has not fully compleated his planta- 
tions, but what are finiſhed make a pleaſing appear- 
ance. The next poſſeſſors of this eſtate upon 
record, after the general furvey, were the fami- 
lies of de Thany, Brainzon, Drokensford and 
Neville. We have no account after, for ſeveral 
years, of the owners of this eſtate; In the reign 
of King Henry VI. it appears to be in a family 
ſurnamed Lodowic John, who had very large pot- 


lesions in this county. Afterwards in che families 


of Fitz-Lewis's and Mordaunt's. In a pedigree 
of the noble family of Mordaunt, earls of Pererf. 
borough (one of, whom; John Mordaunt eſq. 
in the reign of king Henry the VII. married Ela or

We have this account of the origin of the Fitz. Lewis 
family; according to that, they were derived from 


Lewis, Dauphin of France, afterwards king-Lewis the 
VIII. who was invited over by the barons in the 
reign of king John.

fon ſurnamed Fitz-Lewis. That Jady and two ſiſ-

reſtored his fathers lands. It is recorded by Cam- 
den, that John Firz-Lewis efq. a deſcendent of this 
family, was married to Anne daughter of fir John 
Lovel ; but that he and his bride had the misfor- 
tune, on their wedding night, to be conſumed in che 
flames which deſtroyed Weſt- Horndon Hall. This 
eſlate was afterwards in the noble family of Petre, 
but how early doth not clearly appear.

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The Manor of WYTHEFELD. The manſion- 
houſe 1s about a mile north from the church, This 
manor was diſtinct from the two already mentioned, 
as early as the time of king Edward III.

Humphrey de Buhua, 
earl of Hereford and Eſſex, had in 1372, a fourth 
part of a knight's fee in Horndon. Thomas Sam- 
ken, eſq. held a part and died without heirs.

Humphrey de Waleden, who died in 
1231, held for his life this manor, the reverſion be- 
ing in Margery, widow of John de Say, and her ſon 
Humphrey. John de Vere, earl of Oxford, held it 
of the prior of Okeburne in 1358. Humphrey de 
to Bohun, earl of Hereferd and Eſſex, held one fee in 
Dunton, near Hare ward Stoke. This manor belonging 
to a priory alien, was ſeized either by king Edward HE. 
or king Henry V. but when and to whom iminedi - 
ately granted is not found. The advowſon was in the 
the family of Inglefield, who preſented. ſix times to 
the living from 1422 to 1451; and-therefore might 
have a grant of the eſtate. Sir Lewis John, in 1442, 
died poſſeſſed of this manor. About the year 1467, 
king Edward IV. gave this manor and advowſon to 
Thomas Wilmot, vicar of Aſheleford, (now Aſh- 
ford) in Kent, and his fucceflors, to provide two fit 
chaplains and two ſeculat clerks, to pray in that

Manor of ORSET. The manor-houſe is ſituated 
about half a mile north · weſt from . the church.

It is a large old build- 
ing, and appears tq have been, cated about 3co 
years. Biſhop Bonner had a houſe here in which he 
ſometimes reſided; moſt of it is now demoliſhed. 
This manor and eſtate was in the ſee of London, till 
the beginning of queen Elizabeth's reign, and then 
it became the property of the crown. It ſo conti- 
nued till 1614, when, on the third of March, in the 
eleventh year of the reign of James I. that prince 


as pleaſed to grant the laid manor, with all its ap- 


purtenances, to Francis Downes, eſqz of Orſet, and 
his heirs for ever. In this family we find it for a 
conſiderable number of years, till about 1650 it came 
to John Hatt, eſq; but whether by marriage or otherwife 


ve cannot learn. It continued indifferent branches of this 


family to the year 1 722, when the male heirs failing, 
It deſcended to the two daughters of Pigott Hatt, eſq;

conſiſting of farms, all belonging to lord Petre. 
The manor of Orſet holds a Court-leet and Court- 
baron, ſometimes twice and ſometimes oftner in the 
year, and is computed to contain (including its two 
hamlets) about Cooo acres. 
LOFT otherwile LOST-HALL, was orice given 
to maintain a chantry for one chaplain to perform 
divine ſervice at the altar of St. Mary, under St. 


Mary's chapel, within the biſhop of London's palace, 
joining to the church of St. Paul, to pray for the 
foul of Robert Branbroke, ſometimes biſhop of that 
dioceſe.

S ABUR or SEBOROW-HALL, is ſaid to be in 
the three pariſhes of Orſet, Mucking and Chadwell.

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CRONDON, otherwiſe CRANHAM PARK, 
2 conſiderable parcel of land, though above 13 miles 
north from Orlet, and between the pariſhes, of Stock 
and Margaret-Ing, is yet a hamlet in the pariſh of 
Orſet. It was formerly a park, (ſee in the account of 
the manor of Orſet) but has been for ſome years turn- 
ed into farms, all belonging to the Right honourable 
the lord Petre, except a ſmall part lately in poſſeſſion 
of Mrs. Tabor. Lord Petre pays the rector of 
Orſet for the tythes of his lands here 16 J. per ann. 
clear of all taxes, in purſuance of an award made by 
biſhop Compton, 1707, upon a reference to his lord- 
ſhip from the Court of Exchequer for determining a 
controverſy then depending in the ſaid court concern- 
ing thoſe tythes. Crondon pays to the poor rates of 
Orſet; that part which lies in the pariſh of Stock, pays 
tythes to the rector of Stock.

The church is dedicated to St. Giles and All Saints, 
ſtands pleaſantly in the ſtreet, and is a large and ſpa- 
cious building in good repair, conſiſting of a double 
pace.

' CHALDWELL RECTORY. 
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WEST TIL BUR V. 


TRE are in Eſſex three pariſhes of the 


name of Tilbury, two of them contiguous, 
and lying near the river Thames, and the other in 
E ink ford hundred, ftiled near the Clare, becauſe it 
is within a few miles of that town. The name 1s de- 


rived from the Saxon, ſignifying a huſbandman, or 


from a word in the ſame tongue, ſignifying a tile, 
and another which implies a city, town, caſtle, court 
or houſe; probably, becauſe here was anciently a 
town, or fortification, one of the firſt tiled in this 
iand; or a ſtrong place which ſerved for a retreat, 


to the country people, in caſe of invaſions, 


WEST TILBURY, is ſo named, in reſpect of 
its ſituation from the other, it lies by the river 
Thames; whether both were originally one, and the 
fame pariſh, is not eaſily determined, and indeed, is 
of no conſequence, More certain it is, that here 
was, in the ſeventh century, a conſiderable town, 
tio now reduced to a poor village. For when 
Ceadda, Cedd, or St. Chad, came and converted 
again the Eaſt-Saxons to chriſtianity, and was con- 
ſecrated biſhop of this dioceſe,” he fixed one of his

1319, when it was granted with the advowſon and 
chapel, to Richard Abell. Sir Thomas Vaughan, 
died poſſeſſed of it in 1362. Afterwards the eſtate 


went among the female heirs, and was ſubdivided. 


Several moities were held by different perſons. The 


eſtate was next in Richard Jenoure, eſq. of Bigods,

The FORT. This was built at Grſt by king Hen- 


ry VIII. being then only, a kind of block- houſe. 


After the Dutch came up the river, in 1667, and 
burat our ſhips at Chatham, King Charles II. cauſed 
it to be much enlarged, and made a regular fortifi- 
cation, It has a governor, and a number of ma- 
trolles, When 'the Spaniſh Armada was alarming 
our coaſts in 1588, and threatening deſcents in va- 
rious places, queen Elizabeth had a camp here, in 
order to ſecure this coaſt, and the city of London, 
againſt their attempts; the camp was where the wind- 
mill now ſtands, and there are ſome traces of it ſtill 
viſible. That truly great heroine's behaviour, upon 
that occaſion, was like another Boadicea ; and her ex- 

cellent ſpeech to her troops, may be ſeen in the ac- 
count of the Spaniſh invaſion, which Mr. Morant 
drew up, in order to accompany Mr, Pine's engrav- 
ings of the tapeſtry of the Houſe of Lords, p. 19, 
and in Cabala, p. 373. See alſo Thameſis Deſcriptio 
in Pine. | 

Witbin the lands belonging to Weſt Tilbury manor, 
a famous Medicinai Water was diſcovered in 1727, 
by Mr. John Kellaway, who made there a well in 
1734. The ſprings lie about 12 feet deep, from the 
{urface of the ground, which is a hill at leaſſ 30 feet 


above the marſhes, in a hard gravel, About the 
* : 12 8 ! "depth 
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| depth of 13 feet there is a bed of ſand, at leaſt 30 


feet deep, which lying between the ſpring and the 


marſhes, prevents any communication that way, and 
the well is within 40 yards of the extreme point of 
| the hill; The virtues of this water have brought it 
into great reputation. It has been found beneficial 
in all kinds of hæmorrhages, in diabetes, ſcurvy, 
and loſs of appetite. It will bear carriage to the 
| Faſt Indies and back again, and is the only alterative 


of its kind, found in this part of England. Dr. 


John Andree of London, has publiſhed a treatiſe of 
experiments made by himſelf and Mr. White, by 
| appointment of the Royal Society; to which they 
| have added, a hiſtory of patients relieved by it, as 
| given by themſelves, with the method of ufing the 


water, printed in 1740. 
N. B. Lord Cadogan is owner of the ferry here, 


where foot. paſſengers pay three-pence, but thoſe with 
an horſe, one ſhilling, and ſix ſhillings after ſun down 


and before the riſing. 


CHARITABLE BENEFACTION. 


Here is only one charity of twenty ſhilliogs a year 
to labouring men, diſtributed at Eaſter.

J uly I, 1345, John de Poulteney obtained the king's 
licence to give the advowſon of it to the maſter or 
warden of the chantry founded by him to the honour 
of Corpus Chriſti, in the church of St. Laurence, 
in Candlewick-Street, London, and to the. twelve 
chaplains; they preſented only once, in 1384. The 
crown has had the patronage ever ſince. 


WEST-LEE CHAPEL 


Stood where the Fort is now. There was another 
at Langdon, called Eaſt-Lee Chapel. Why called 
Lee, does not appear, unleſs it was from the Saxon 
Lee, paſture or unploughed ground. This chapel 
was dedicated to St. Mary Magdalen, the founder 
is not known, hut ſuppoſed to be of the family of 
Tilbury. Sir Thomas Vaughan, who died in 1362, 
held the manor of Weſt Tilbury, with the free chapel

The Manor of BELESDUN, or BOTELERS.

I S pariſh lies eaſt of Hadley, and the town 
is ſituated in a bottom near the Thames, It is 
otherwiſe written in records Lega, Legra, Lye, &c. 
and is derived from a Saxon word ſignifying The Paſ- 
ture or The Place, by way of eminence. If it was 
at any time part of Raley, it was parted from it 
before the conqueſt. Mr. Camdea calls this a pretty 
little town, ſtocked with luſty ſeamen: and it is ſtill 
much frequented by them for the conyenience of its 
ſituation.

Here is but one manor. The manſion-houſe ſtands

At the requeſt of William de Mandevill,. earl of 
Eſſex, king Henry II. gave a very ample charter to 
the burgeſſes of Maudone, whereby he confirmed to 
them and their ſucceſſors all their lands, Kr. as they 
held them of him within and without the burgh, with 
certain liberties and exemptions, ſuch as mee ſtallage 
d toll i in every market and fair, and free paſſage 
over bridges and along roads belonging to this king- 
dom, and exempted them from working at repairs of 
bridges, cauſeways, &c. and from all foreign fervice, 


except the finding, fonforty days at their owh expence, 


one ſhip for the king's uſe occaſionally. Among 
other ancient priviliges, they were entitled to com- 
mon of paſture and eftovers on Tiptre-heath. 
Queen Mary I. granted to the burgeſſes and inha- 
bitants of the burgh of Maldon, and their ſucceſſon, 
a charter in 1553, by which, beſides other privileges, 
all their liberties were confirmed as contained in the 


charter of king Henry II. and all their ancient cuſ- 


toms, liberties, privileges, franchiſes, and rights, 
granted to them at any time before, by any former 
charters, were finally cofifirmed by this, in the moſt 
ample manner. Under this charter the corporation has 


acted ever ſince, it being their laſt ; i agreeable to 


which, they were to have two bailiffs annually choſen, 


fix aldermen, eighteen capital burgeſſes, and of other 
burgeſſes who have votes at elections, there are about 
1000. By ſome late determinations in the court of 
Kings- bench, this corporation has loſt its charter.

the chancel, are tiled. The tower, built with flint 
and ſtone, is embattled, and appears to be very an- 
cient. Here are five tuneable bells, Over the 
weſtern door are the heads of a man and woman, 
carved in fone, thought to be the founder, and his 
wife.

The Manor of s STOW-MAREYS. The manſion⸗ 
houſe ſtands about three quarters of a mile ſouth- welt, 
om the church.

IT HIS pariſh lies neareſt of the three to Thurſ- 
table Hundred. The biſhop of London, held 

the lands here at the time of the ſurvey, but how 
long he continued in poſſeſſion, we do not find. The 
Marney family held the chief of them, as early as 
the reign of king Henry II. under Henry de Eſſex. 
However, this pariſh is mentioned as holding of the 
biſhop of London, as low as the year 1627, Layer- 
Marney, is about eight miles from Maldon, and ge-

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ven and a half from Colcheſter. It hath right of 
commonage upon Tiptree- Heath. 

The capital Manor here is, that of LAYER-4 
MARNELY, ſo denominated from the noble family of 
Marney, who enjoyed it . from the reign of king 
Henry II. to that of king Henry VIII. Their name 
was anciently written de Mareni, ſometimes de Ma- 
rinis, but molt. uſually de Marney *. Sir William 
Maraey, was high ſheriff of Eſſex, and Hertford- 
hire, in 1402. Sir Henry was a man of great 
abilities and courage, privy + counſellor to king 
Henry VII. and king Henry VHI. knight of the 
garter; captain of the guard, made keeper of the 
privy; ſeal, in 1522, and the year following created 
Jord Marney. Of the lord Marneys coheirs, this 
' manor was purchaſed: by-fr Brian Tuke +, ſecretary 
to cardinal Wolſey, in whoſe family it remained for 
ſome time; one of his deſcendants ſold it to fir Samuel 
Tryon, bart. It was afterwards purchaſed by Nicholas 
Conlellis, eſq ; an eminent merchant, andi is now in that 
family, Nicholas Corſellis, eſq; being the preſent poſ- 
ſeſſor. It appears by an epitaph in this churcb, that the 
family derived themſelves from Frederic Corſellis, who 
firſt found out the art of printing. We ſhall not here 
enter into a diſcuſſion of this curious point, but re-

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S ſituated in the north-weſt corner of this Hun- 
dred. It is a large pariſh, and through it rung 
the road to Manningtree and Harwich, The name 
is derived from a Britiſh word ſignifying High, and 
another jmporting Poſture, as much as to ſay untilled 
Land. This pariſh is thirty-eight miles in circum- 
ference, five miles diſtant from Colcheſter, and ſix- 
teen from Harwich, The fituatjon is how with 2 
ſandy ſoil, The lands in this pariſh belonged, in 
Edward the Confeſſor's reign, to ſix freemen, and at 
the time of the ſurvey it was in ſeveral hands, 900 
are four manors, 

The manor of PICOTTS. The manſion is near 
the weſt end of the church. It is commonly called 
Pickett s-hall, This belonged anciently to the noble 
family of de Ramis, under whom another family 
named Picotr held it, and continued in it ſeveral years. 
It was afterwards, for a long time, in the Teys ; upon 
partition of the Tey eſtates, this fell to the ſhare o 
ſir Thomas Nevill, in right of his wife. It belongs 
now to Mrs. Dawſon of Groton, - 

The Manor of BOVILLS and BR ADVILLS. 
It took its name ſrom ſome ancient owners, about the 
reign of king Henry IT. The manſion- houſe is about 

Et half 
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half a mile ſouth-weſt from the church. Richard de 
Bovill, from whom it takes the name, was a conſi- 
Aerable man in this place, and a benefactor to St. 
Botolph's priory in Colcheſter in 1189; and both he 
and William de Bovill, were alſo benefactors to the 
abbey of St. Oſyth. This Manor was halden of the 


honor of Clare. It was, as well as the former, in 


the, Tey fimily; and upon the partition of their 
ellates, it came to Thomas Bonham, eſq; in right of 


Frances his wife; after whom it had a variety of W 


owners, and belongs now to Henry L amb, gent. 

The Manor of MOSE, otherwiſe MOOSE- HALL, 
and vulgarly MORE.- HALL. The manſion is ſitu- 
ated near two miles Guo from the church. This 
belonged to Robert Gernon at the time of the ſurvey. 
It v was alſo i in the Tey family. Afterwards j it was in 
Peter Penant, then in William Theedham, who fold 
Jolg it to John Wall, from whom it deſcended to his 
Ton Daniel; ; after him to his four children. Sheerman 
Wall of Chelmsford, aljenated it to Robert Creffield, 
lg; deccaſcd. Cbarles Gray, eſq; who married his 
widow, enjoys tkjs eſtate for life. The family of the 
Cretfields have alſo a brick houſe, formerly a feat in 
this pariſh, about half a mile north from the church; 
and a fam in which the widow of Peter. Cretfield, eſq; 
ſon of Ralph, re married to Edmund Affleck, elq; 
is jointured. 

MAR TELL. L's. HALL, vulgarly called MAR- 
TYN's-HALL. The manſon: (ed ſtands about 
three quarters of a mile ſouth from the church. It 
took the name of Martell from a ſamjly that had it;

as under- tenants, ſoon after the - ſurvey *. They 
had alſo Martell's-hall in Rivenhall. William Mar- 
tell founded the priory of Snapes in 1135, and gave 
it as a cell to St. Johm's- abbey in Colcheſter. From 
ide Martells it came to the Mortimers, and from 
them, by purchaſe, to the Mannocks, of Gifford's- 
hall in Suffolk; fir William Mannock, n the pre- 
ſent poſſeſſor, is a minor. 

BADLEL, or BE DI Ex. HAI. L, is Niiled abo 
ther Manor in this pariſn; the houſe ſtands about 4 
a mile out of the road from Colcheſter to Manning- 
ree. It belonged ſome time ago to capt, Philips of 
Harwich, and now to Mr. Edward Lugar. 

Ardley-Wic, about a mile and a half weſt from 
the church, n to Mr. Robert Baines of od: 
ham. 

J. Nuthall, ofa; Mr. Thomas Baines, Thomas 
Ingram, J. Chaplin, Philip, James and John Lugar, 
&c. have alfo lands in this parifh, 

Here is alfo a farm purchaſed by the governors of 
queen Anne's bounty, for the augmentation of the 
rectory of St. Martin's in Colcheſter. |

The church, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, con- 
ſiſts of a body and ſouth ayſle; the chancel is of one 
pace, re- built with brick ſome years ago, and leſs than 
before; the ſouth ayſle is leaded and the reſt tiled. 
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In a ſtone tower embattled, are ſix bells. The ſouch 
porch is large, and handſomely built with a mixtürt or 
free-ſtone and flints. 

This church was given, in the reign of hog Ste- 
phen, by Robert, ſon of Roger de Ramis, to St. 
Jobn's abbey in Colcheſter.” In 1257, the abbot and 
convent gave the ad vowſon to the church of St. Paul, 
and to the hiſhop of London and his ſucceſſors, re- 
ſerving to the abbey and to the vicar of this place 
_ thirteen marks yearly, Soon after the advowſon of 
the vicarage being reſerved to the abbot and convent, 
and their ſucceſſors, with an endowment of ten marks 
yearly, tothe vicar, and a pention- of three” marks to 
the abbey, the rectory or great tithes were appropri- 
ated to the archdeacon of Colcheſter, and ſo conti- 
nue, being his corps. As for the advowſon of the 
vicatage it fell, at the reformation, to the end 
hath remained i in it ever ſince. 1

Euſtace, earl of Boulogne, held another part, at the 
time of the ſurvey. The name is alſo written in 
records, Lagford, Lalleford, Halleford ny bind 
ford.. 

The Manor of LAWFORD. The manſion- 
houſe ſtands pleaſantly a little way from the church, 

and hath a fine proſpect on the north, The old 
part was built by Edward Waldegrave, elqz in 1583, 
as appeared by a date, but is now taken down, and 
the new was rebuilt by Edward Green, eſq; the pre - 
ſcat poſſeſſor. Benedict de Cokefield, who died in 
1241, held this manor, from whom it was after- 
wards called Bennet hall, and the manor of Coke - 
fields. It next deſcended to the Doreward family, 
and after them to the Says, from whom it took the 
name of Lawford- Says. It came by marriage to 
ſome others, among whom were the Crews of Che- 
ſhire. Of the lord Crew, this manor and eſtate 


were purchaſed, by Thomas Dent, P. D. preben-

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dary of Weſtminſter, whoſe grand. daughter mar- 
ried Edward Green, eſq. of Staffordſhire, WhO is 
the preſent lord of 57 en with Mrs. Bur- 
ton.

The Manor of D ALE-HALL. The anon: 
— is about half a mile eaſt from the church. lt 
was early in a family ſurnamed Dale, from which 
it received the preſent name. Thomas, lord Darcy, 
was next poſſeſſor. Qucen Elizabeth granted this 
manor, and the advowſon of the church, to Peter 
Wilcox, and William Wynn, but it came ſoon af- 
ter in the Waledgrave family : Ic deſcended, as the 
former, to the lord Crew, It belongs now to Mrs. 
Burton; of Maningtree. | 

ABBOF S, ancicntly ſtiled a manor, was fo ned, 
hecaoſe it belonged to St. John's Abbey, in Col- 
cheſter, It is otherwise called Abbot's Lawford. 
The mapſion is on the ſouth ſide” of the church. 
After. the diſſolution of abbies, king Henry VIII. 
granted the meſſuage called Abbots, in Lawford, 
to John de Vere, the Gxreeorh earl of Oxford. 
John Clarke, purchaſed fifty acres, part of this 
eſlate, of Edward Waldegrave, and ſome part of it 
was called Steward's Hope. This is now but an 
inconſiderable eſtate, and not acknowledged as A 
manor. It belonged lately to Thomas Archer, and 
was purchaſed of him by Edward Green, eſq.
